MY VISIT TO THE OCEAN. 


Ah I what pleasant visions haunt me, 
As I gaze upon the seal 
All the old romantic legends, 

All my dreams come hack to me. 
Till ray soul is full of longing 
For the secret of the sea. 

And the heart of the great ocean 
Senhs a thrilling pulse through me 
—Longfellow. 
I left Bethel, the home of my 
childhood, July 14th with my face 
toward the sea some seventy miles 
away. My first stop was at Locke’s 
Mills where my grandfather, many 
years ago,built mills and they were 
longoccupied by an uncle. None 
of the Locke kindred are there how 
ever at the present time. A near 
relative of Mrs. Locke is there, Mr 
Curtis Abbott, foreman of a spool 
mill. It was very interesting to 
see how they are manufactured. 
They are made of white birch and 
with the utmost accuracy. Any 
little defect in the wood, discolora¬ 
tion or imperfect latheing con¬ 
demns them. The machinery 
seems almost intelligent. I shall 
henceforth look at them covered 
with their thread as no simple 
things. 

That evening, we visited some 
two miles away, the little hamlet 
of Walker’s Mills. 

At this place Mrs.Sanderson,Mrs. 
Seeloy and Miss Walker of our peo¬ 
ple here, were raised there. Closo 
by stands the house, still occupied, 
where the “Fames girls” of whom 
Mrs. Loelce was one, were born. 
We visited some graves of our kin¬ 
dred and a friend from Denver 
temporarily with some friends, 
long ago known. 

I was at West Paris a few hours 
with friends, and at South Paris 
and Norway, twin villages, some 
four days. Here I have many rel¬ 
atives and friends and here is the 
grave of a sister, Mrs. Sprague, 


who died in Bed Wing in 1894. 


From some higher ground near, I 
had a fine view of old Goose Eye, 
standing up proudly some thirty 
miles away. I expect that look at 
the grand old mountain will be a 
final one as with most of the faces 
seen at this favored period. Here, 
on my return, for I took my de¬ 
parture from this place forborne, I 
received the sad news of my only 
brother’s death in Kansas, it hav¬ 
ing occurred on July 15th. A stop 
at Poland and again at Pownal, 
and then I reached Portland the 
chief city of and seaport of Maine. 

My visit here was one of much 
enjoyment. It Is a clean beautiful 
city still, as I had known it in oth¬ 
er days. Hero the poet Longfellow 
was born and passed his youth. 
This: was true too of the poet, JN. P. 
Willis. 

Longfellow says of it: 

“Often 1 think of the beautiful town 
That is seated by the sea; 

Often in thought go up and down 
The pleasant streets of that dear old 
town, 

And my youth comes hack to me.” 

On a large granite base some fif¬ 
teen feet high in a favorable situa¬ 
tion on Congress street, a bronze 
statuo of Lougfollow is seated on a
